General of Police had been instructed by 
His Excellency the Governor to take 
mensures to effectively regulate the rikieha 
ttaffie; and he hed informed Mr> Hoopor of 
this. Mr Hooper.then assembled 120 
rikisha owners, and informed them of tho 
Governor's instructions, and he (tho Pro. 
sident) would now read the memorandum 
‘Me Hooper afterwards sent to the Ingpec- 
tor-Gonoral of Police informitig him ae to 


The Memorandum was then read. 

Ii was as followa; With roferenco to 
your interview with me yosterday after- 
noon, I have the honour to inform you that 
this mogning 120 registered jinrikisha 
owners assembled before me and I explain- 
ed to them the dangers to traflic of omploy- 
ing sinkehs and pullers who refuse to keep 
on the left side of the road, wander about 
the roads in the way of traffic, interfere 
with carriages by cutting across in front of 


horses, rush furiously round corners ot 
acrossa road to pick up passengers, and 
Teftiss to drop of proceed cautiously when 
@ policeman holds. up his hands, will, in 
future, commencing on Munday, be dealte 
With by the Police. I have cautioned tho 
owners that if they employ such unde-ir- 
able pulle:s who commit the above offences, 
they will be held responsible, not only in 
having their licenses suspended,. but that 
the law will be enforced and pullers who 
are. arreated and convicted before a Magis- 
(rato, that they (the owners) will be held 
liable under section 36 to pay the fiens 
inflicted under penalty section 16(3) of 
having their jinrikishas scized, until all 
Tequirements have beon complied with. I 
am of opinion that if the above sections are 
enforved and the Magistrates inflict smart 
fines, say $5, 2ompelling the owners to pay 
the fines, as the law provides a very great 
improvement will result, 

fr Anthoniez, continuing, said that it 
had appeared in one of the local papers 
that the, Governor wished to enforce new 
regulations. This wis wrong. His Excel- 
lency did not desire to enforce new regula- 
tions, but-he wished to.enforce the existing 
Jaw with greater stringency. The police 
wera the proper people te regulate the 
tikisha trattic ahd it appe red that under 
the Jinrikisha Ordinance; in section 38, 
they had power todo so; The only thing 
that surptised him was that the Govern- 
ment had not made any reference w the 
Commissioners with regard to tho action 
that was going to be taken.

Reuter’s Agency is informed that Mr 
Harry do it, the oxploror, is ubout to 
make 6 third attempt to accomplish an over- 
land journey, rid Behring Straits, between 
Europe and America. On the first ocen- 
siun, starting from New York, he managed 
to reach the Asiatic coust of the Straits, 
but owing to his capture and subsequent 
ill-trontmont by Koari, the Tehuktchi Chief, 


_be narrowly escaped with his life, and had 


to return. Lost year he ugain attenipted 
the journey in the reverse direction ; but, 
owjng Lo the political situation in China,
